W ashington.

high 
command of the Allied and German 
armlet*, behind the apparent lull In 
th:; struggle around the Aiane-Marne 
«albnt. may b** setting the stage for 
the derisive battle of the great war. 
There is nothing as yet to show the 
plan of General Foch. 
There is a feeling here, however, 
that the time has not yet come wh«*n 
a sufficient American army has been 
assembled in F ran cs to warrant pass­ 
ing definitely to offensive tactics. 
General March recently indicated to 
members of Congress this was not to 
be expected until later in the year. 
The situation has changed greatly at 
the front since then and only develop­ 
ments there will show what decision 
has been made. 
Tables Turned on Germans. 
Officers here have watched the bat­ 
tle closely for its wider significance. 
At first It appeared that the fierce 
counter attack launched by General 
Foch on the western side of the \isne 
Marne salient was intended only to 
offset the German effort to encircle 
Kheims and further exploit the menace 
toward Paris. 
As success followed success for the 
Franeo-Atnerican troops, however, and 
as first th e Italians and them the 
British joined in the struggle the na­ 
ture of the operation changed. 
It was 
clear that the tables had been turned 
on the enemy and that the nutcracker 
tactics he hud attem pted to apply to 
kheim s were in turn being applied to 
his armies within the salient. 
Foe Soon Realizes Danger. 
The enemy was quick to realize his 
danger. 
Behind a stubborn rear guard 
he drew hack across the M arne and 
is apparently still struggling north­ 
ward out of the depth of the pocket in 
which he had been caught. 
To save 
his advanced forces 
here, reserves 
have been called to bold apart the jaws 
of the great trap until the arm ies of 
the crown prince could escape. 
The advance of the British north- 
westward from the region of Rheims 
aroused hope among officials here that 
the Allied forces might be able to 
sitin g the trap. 
The lull seemed to 
Indicate General Foch was not pre­ 
pared at this time to press his ad­ 
vantage to his full power in that direc­ 
tion. 
Retreat Not Entirely Cut Off. 
The pocket is not as yet sufficiently 
narrowed at the top to prevent with­ 
drawal of the German armies falling 
back from the Marne, many officers 
believe. That the main pressure of the 
Allied troops was rather against the 
blunt apex than against the extended 
sides of the salient was taken as an 
indication that the suprem e com m and­ 
er was bent on forcing his opponent 
out of the pocket than to trap him 
in it.

Bad eggs are unfailingly detected 
by the camera. 
This has been demon­ 
strated In Franco, whore experiments 
are being conducted with a photo­ 
graphic egg-testing 
apparatus, 
says 
Copular Mechanics Magazine. The bien 
of utilizing tile caiaern instead of the 
human eye for candling Is a new one, 
So far It has not been carried past 
the laboratory stage, hut even though 
Its obstacles prevent Its commercial 
utilization at present, It Is of more 
than passing interest. 
Eggs are held 
In a half dozen oval lades provided in 
a metal plate. 
Their large ends point 
toward a common center. 
While in­ 
tense light is passed through them, 
they are photographed.
